Hitler's Inferno
The dogs of war which Hitler unleashed on the world an; 

now snapping at his own heels and the mad monarch of the 
Reich faces the stark prospect that Germany and all the coun­ 
tries over which he holds precarious dominion will soon be­ 
come a blaming inferno, as invading armies drive on Berlin. 
The man who boasted of his annihilation of the people of 
helpless nations, and who dreamed of the day when the Nazi 
boot would crush down on all who oppose him, has now seen 
his once-proud Afrika Korps virtually annihilated in the shat­ 
tering disaster of Tunisia, with its remnants cowering in de­ 
feat. And the arrogant conqueror who once rode in triumph 
through stricken Poland and beaten France now sees on every 
hand the unmistakable signs of soaring revolt in the occupied 
countries, as their people wait impatiently for the day to 
strike.

. "Germany has switched to the strategic defensive, which 
does not exclude offensive action," blares the Nazi radio. 
"The battle for Germany is about to begin!" What a change 
that represents from the days when Hitler roared out defiance 
at the whole world and taught his followers the invincibility 
of German arms; German generals weep now when they are 
captured. And even Germany's Axis partners can not be 
trusted.

Italy, sick of the war and hating her Nazi over-lords in 
her hour of bitter disillusionment is suspected of making 
plans to capitulate as soot, as Allied troops land in force on 
her tcmtory. And on the Russian front, Hitler has learned 
too late that lie has a bull by the tail, with no way of letting 
loose without being gored into eternity. If he opens a new 
summer campaign against the Soviet, he must gamble on win­ 
ning before Uie Allied invasion armies attack his European 
fortress. If he fails to open a summer campaign, the Rus­ 
sians will. He is damned if he does, and doubly damned if he 
doesn't.

We have no way of knowing whether the author of "Mein 
Kampf" ever took time out to read Dante's Divine Comedy, 
but he is learning something about Dante's Inferno these days 
--first hand! And this is only the beginning. For Hitler the 
pit is bottomless.

IT AWAY

What can you do with your sur­ 
plus Victory Garden crops ? Pre­ 
serve and tuck them away, of 
course! It's the patriotic way to 
save ration points and help re­ 
lieve the wartime shortage of 
canned goods. It seems every­ 
body is clamoring for reliable 
information on home - canning 
methods; and whether you plan 
to preserve the produce from 
your own garden or the corner 
market, here arc some pointers 
worth keeping in mind.

One (rood reason for st retching 
surplus summer crops is to have 
a more varied and better bal­ 
anced nutritional diet throughout 
the year. So plan jour "canning 
budget" in advance, being guided 
by (1) nutritional requirements. 
(2) the produce available, (.1) the 
various preserving methods, (4) 
the kind of equipment needed, 
and (5) the family's needs.

Caution: Thoroughly familiarize 
yourself with each step in good 
canning or dryiruj methods. Note 
that a pressure canncr with an 
accurate pressure gauge is es­ 
sential for the prevention of 
food poisoning in home-canning

fish. Drying with the vac of gas 
heal is a practical method of 
preserving all kinds of fruits or 
vegetables. It is particularly 
uncful for stretching seasonal 
products until the family ncedt 
them on the table.
